ANOTHER  fire: 

An  unoccupied  bouse,  belonging  to 
Mr.  Edward  Harrison,  was  set  on  fire 
Wednesday  night  last,  by  an  incendiary, 
and  entirely  consumed.

That 
bank  had  dared — and  in  a way  whicli 
should  have  but  led  all  its  direcloi's  and 
officers  from  pow  er — to  attempt  to  in- 
fluen -e  tile  d<  lihersti  ms  of  the  legisia 
lure,  and  actually  did  influence  them. 
When  a bill  was  ptnding  in  that  bmly, 
to  establish  two  or  three  independent 
hanks,  that  bank  actually  did  create  a 
batch  rf  Branches,  to  defeat  tlie  mea- 
sure, altlmugh  sin  h branches  had  been 
(irevionsly  refused  to  the  same  towns 
andcouiui.s.  iM>:inl  ers  <>f  the  legisia- 
turr  were  appointed  rircitocsof  those 
btunches,  and  of  others— how  far  to  buy 
up  their  i.ifluciire,  you  must  conjecture. 
How  far  discounts  were  exteiwleil  to  the 
needy  ot  the  legislature,  is  unknown  ; 
because  we,  the  /ir  fanum  vulgus,  or 
prolai.c  vulgar,  are  not  permitted  to 
know  the  secrets  of  this  inimacnUlc  in- 
stution.  Money  then,  as  now,  was  pow- 
er; money  alw.iys  will  be  a uicans  of 
power,  wliilst  it  can  be  used  to  obtain  a- 
ny  of  the  valuable  objects  of  life.  .\ml 
on  the  ucc.isiun  to  which  I refer,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  power  was  given  over 
it  to  many  for  political  piirpos's.  In- 
deed, the  LOO  eollino  used  on  llis  oc

contmiued  too,  by  men,  who  were  sup- 
posed to  be  above  suspi-  ion,  and  w hose 
lives  had  been  coltsidtred,  «s  presenting

and  some  of  the  Directors  of  one  of  its 
Branches,  which  were  elucidate^  where 
necessary,  by  verbal  explanations,  it  ap- 
pears, that  the  losses  ascertained  lo  have 
accrued,  and  which  may  be  expected 
to  accrue  at  the  Branch  in  Baltimore, 
amount  to  about  g 1,700,000,  estimating 
the  stock  of  the  BanK  pledged  in  Balti- 
more to  the  parent  bank,  for  the'secu- 

rity  of  loans  upon  it,  at  g 100  a shjte 

In  forming  their  judgment  of  the  losses 
at  Baltimore,  little  more  was  ncccaary 
for  the  committee  than  to  collate  the 
facts  and  to  digest  the  evidence  wbicli 
was  before  them.  After  having  done  so, 
the  conclusion  above  stated  almost  se- 
cessarily  followed. 

The  consideration  of  the  other  losses 
which  have  been  sustained  by  the  i:,sii- 
tution,  was  involved  in  greater  diffictUy. 
nor  can  the  committee  decide  mon 
them  with  the  same  degree  of  certanty 
as  upon  those  which  occurred  at  Biltii- 
more.  From  many  of  the  westrn

I hut  0 heard,  Uiat  notiiing  gives  an  an 
thor  so  great  pleasure,  as  to  find  liis 
works  respectfully  quoted  by  ethers. — 
Judge,  men,  hew  much  I must  have 
bveii  gratified  by  an  incident  I am  going- 
to  relate  to  you.  I stopped  my  horse 
lately,  where  agieat  number  of  people 
were  collccicd,  at  an  auction  of  mer- 
chant’s goods.  T).e  hour  of  the  sale  not 
being  coiik,  they  were  conversing  on 
the  badness  of  the  linn  s ; and  one  of  the 
comp-sny  called  to  a plain  clean  old  man, 
■with  white  locks. ‘Pi-ay  h'athcr  Abraham 
What  think  you  of  tiiu  ti:u  s ? W^iil  noi 
these  heavy  tr-sts  niiiic  ruin  the  coun- 
try ? How  shall  we  evter  be  able  to  pay" 
them  ? What  would  you  advise  us  to  do:’ 
Father  Abraham  stood  up,  and  replied. 
‘ If  you  would  have  my  advise,  I will  gi-.  c 
it  to  you  in  short,  “ lor  a word  to  ilu- 
wise  is  enough,”  as  Poor  Richard  says.’ 
They  joined  in  des  ring  him  to  speak  lus 
mind,  and  gathering  round  him,  he  pro 
cceded  as  follows : 

‘ Friends,’  says  he,  ‘the  taxes  are  in- 
deed, very  heavy,  and,  if  those  laid  on  by 
the  government  were  tlie  only  ones  we 
bad  to  pay,  we  might  more  easily  dis- 
charge tjiein  ; but  we  have  many  others, 
and  much  more  grievous  to  some  of  us. 
W care  taxed  twice  as  much  by  our  idle- 
ness, three  limes  as  much  by  our  pride, 
and  four  times  as  much  by  our  folly  ; 
and  from  these  taxes  the  commissioners 
cannot  ease  or  deliver  us,  by  allowing  an 
abatement,  tlowever,  let  us  hearken  to 
good  advice,  and  something  may  be  doi'.c 
for  us;  “tiou  hcips  them  that  helps  them- 
selves,” as  poor  Richard  says.

“Sloth, 
like  rust,  consumes  faster  than  labor 
wears,  while  the  used  key  is  always 
briglit,  as  poor  Richard  says  “ Hut 
dost  thou  love  life,  then  do  nut  squander 
time,  for  that  is  the  stuff  life  is  ni.tde  of,” 
as  poor  Riciiard  says.  How  much  more 
than  is  necessary  do  we  spend  in  sleep  ? 
forgetting,  that  “ the  sleeping  fox  catch- 
es no  poultry,  and  that  there  will  be 
sleeping  enough  in  the  grave,”  us  poor 
Richard  says. 

“ If  time  be  of  all  things  the  most 
precious,  wasting  time  must  be,”  as  pom- 
Richard  says, “the  greatest  protligaiity;”
